AUTOMOBILE PARKING

There is no more vexing problem in any city than that of 


automobile parking. Dixon is no exception of course. The 
'cities that alleviate the parking pressure are the ones that 
will reap the benefit of visiting shoppers and if Dixon can 
find a way to make mor,e room,for car parking, near the busi- 
ness center, Dixon will profit immensely and the public will 
be extremely grateful. 


There is talk of converting Haymarket Square into a 


parking space, and this would no doubt be very helpful, but 
there seems to be some question about the legality of the pro- 
ceeding.

But there is one very feasible and sensible manner in 


which extra parking space could be provided right near the 
center of the business district. We are talking about pro- 
viding extra parking space around the courthouse square. 


Possibly no space could be spared on the south side of 


the courthouse square^ but on the other three sides the great 
wide sidewalks could be removed and possibly a couple of 
feet cut off the lawn, and a far greater number of cars than 
are n/>w accommodated there could be parked by diagonal 
parking in the area. The sidewalks could be rebuilt. All of 
the expense of the improvement must of course be assumed 
by the city of Dixon. What is necessary to get this added 
parking space is the consent of the Lee County Board of 
Supervisors.

The courthouse square is one of the beauty spots of 


Dixon and this newspaper,would fight to the finish any move- 
ment that would destroy its beauty. What we are suggest- 
ing, however, would do no harm whatever to the looks of the 
square. 
The wide sidewalk, around the property is about 


all that is needed to be removed. In fact, with only the side- 
walk out and no land taken from the square, cars could be 
parked headed in, or diagonally, and leave a wider street 
space than we now have with parallel parking. •

The city is now parking cars on the Peoria Avenue bridge 


with no impediment to traffic there and the Galena Avenue 
bridge, which is four lanes wide, is another spot where at 
least 60 cars could be parked with no hardship to traffic. 
With cars parked on both sides of the Galena Avenue bridge 
we would still have a wider traffic lane than we have on the 
streets approaching the bridge. A state highway crosses this 
bridge and no doubt state highway approval would be re- 
quired to use the space for parking. Other cities are parking 
cars on bridges. Aurora is an example. Geneva is another.

Can the planning commission or the city administration 


petition the Lee County Board of Supervisors for permission 
to make the necessary changes so that added parking can be 
available around the courthouse square?

An inquest into the death 


of a 69-year-old Dixon man 
whose body was recovered 
Sunday from the Rock river, 
is scheduled for sometime to- 
day. 


Rudy Wyttenberg, 69, of 906 First 


st.. apparently drowned Saturday 
afternoon when he fell from a rr 
tor boat into the river. The inft- 
dent occurred near the mouth of 
the Seven Mile Branch creek, about 
a mile beyond Lowell park. 


According to Lee county Coroner 


Robert Preston, the inquest prob 
ably will be held late this after- 
noon, as soon as the only known 
living relative, believed to be a 
daughter, is notified. 


Recovered Sunday 


Wyttenberg's body was recovered 
rom the river Sunday at about 2:20 
>.m. by Roy Freed. Grand Detour 
'ive department chief, and Cliff 


Young, members of the Grand De< 
our fire department. 


Young and Freed found the body 


during extensive dragging opera 
ions conducted by county and city 
>olice and fire department units. 


Wyttenberg fell out of the boat 


vhile attempting to start the out- 
ward motor which had stopped, ac- 
cording to Lee county Chief Deputy 
Sheriff John Stouffer. 


Stouffer said the deceased had 


been motoring on the river with 
Robert Norman Bird, 25, of 906 
•Vst st., when he went into the 
valer.

Fire Rages Through Green 
River Wildlife Area Sunday 


250 Acres of Game Cover Burned 
Over? Believe Pheasant Eggs Lost 


Approximately 250 acres of the Green River-wildlife refuge went 


up in flames Sunday afternoon in a raging inferno that took five fire 
departments to bring under contiol. 


The refuge, 
located about 18 


miles south of Dixon, off Rt. 26, is 
a nesting place for pheasants and 
small game. 


According to witnesses, untold 


numbers of young wildlife, includ- 
ng the eggs of pheasants, perish- 
ed in the blaze that lasted about 
five hours. 


Men and equipment from Prince- 


ton, Rock Falls, Ohio, Walnut and 
White Pines fire departments an- 
swered the alarm. 


In addition, about 300 persons, 


ncludmg crews from the state 
highway department and state po- 
ice. fought the fire. 


Neighboring 
farmers

ractors and ground plows to the 
icene to halt the wind-whipped 
lames from consuming the entire 
2,800 acres used to harbor the wild- 
ife. 


It is estimated that several hun-

to tears. 


Involved besides the girl were

Morns, who have cared for the 
child for the past four years, and 
the mother, Mis. Eleanor Hens- 
ley, Springfield. 


Judge Leon A. Zick ruled that 


Mr. and Mrs. Moats had no legal 
claim to custody of the child be- 
cause the gul had been given to 
them informally by the mother. 


Mrs. Henslcy had petitioned the 


court for return of her daughter, 
contending that she had icmarrted 
a nd now was in position to care for 
the child. 


The Mt. Morris couple filed a 


petition to adopt the child last 
xveek in circuit court here after the 
mother had entered suit against 
them for return of the girl.

Top-Level 
Conference 


Appeals for Caution 
To Avoid Soviet 
Discouragement 


LONDON — UP) — Prime 


Minister Churchill said today 
he is in favor of a high level 
.conference of the 
leading 


powers' without any great de- 
lay. 


In a house of commons speech 


on foreign policy, Churchill .said 
the high level conference should 
not be hampered by any long 
agenda, and should be carried out 
in an atmosphere of informality. 


Churchill waa not specific, but 


supposedly meant he should get 
together with President Eisenhow- 
er and Premier Malenkov. He re- 
ferred to a "conference at the 
highest level of the leading pow- 
ers." 


Must Be Cautious 


He appealed for caution in "do- 


ing or saying1' anything that iriight 
give the Soviet leaders ground for 
suspicion. He said "it would be a 
mistake to assume that nothing 
could be settled unless or until 
everything is settled." 


In a review of foreign problems ' 


Churchill told the house of com- 
mons: 


1. The compromise truce propos- 


als offered by" the Communists in 
Korea should be given "sympa- 
thetic and patient examination." 


2. Western Germany needs to b« 


incorporated soon into the Western 
defense setup. Britain intends to 
stand firmly behind her commit- 
ments to Western Germany. 


3. Britain will discuss arrange- 


ments for providing an internation- 
al defense of the Suez Canal zone 
but 
British troops will defend 


themselves if the, Egyptians try to 
start trouble there.

4. A piecemeal solution of prob- 


lems with Russia was better than 
no settlement"at all. This could b« 
interpreted as mild criticism of 
President Eisenhower's recent all 
inclusive peace plan. 


5. The position of French-led 


forces in Indochina has improved, 
partially because of the advent of 
the rainy season there. He warned 
the West not to assume too hastily 
that Moscow is calling the tune for 
the military movement in Indo- 
china. 


Churchill clearly showed that he 


believed the death of Stalin has 
brought about an important new 
factor in world diplomacy. 


He said the big power conference 


he suggested "should be composed 
of the smallest number of powers 
and 
persons 
possible and 
they 


should meet with a measure of in- 
formality and a still greater meas- 
ure of privacy and seclusion." 


It would be a mistake, the prime 


minister declared, to think every- 
thing could be settled at one 
great stroke. 


Urges Caution 


Churchill urged the Western pow- 


ers to be careful in their foreign 
pionouncements so as not to give 
the Russian leaders the feeling 
they are being spurned. 


He said the immediate aim of 


British foreign policy was to reach 
a truce in Korea. Once the guns 
stopped speaking there, he said, 
there was a possibility that time 
would heal the scars of war.

H. Just, 81, editor and publisher 
of the Waukcgan News-Sun and 
ou-ner of radio station WKRS of 
Waukegan, died Sunday. 


- Just died in Lake Forest HOB- 
pital after undergoing an emergen- 
cy appedectomy Thursday. His 
home was in Libertyville, Lake 
County. 


• • A native of Rockford, Just be- 
gan his career in 1886 as an ap- 
prentice in the print shop of the 
Waukegan Gazette after complet- 
ing: the sixth grade in school. - 


He founded his first newspaper, 


the Headlight, at Harvey, 111., in 
1R90. The paper failed three years 
later, however, in the depression 
of 1893. 


In 1806, he launched the Liber- 


tyville Independent and sold his in- 
terests there in 1906 to purchase 
the Waukegan Daily Sun. 


After selling the Sun in 1911 to 


go into the garage business in 
Libertyville, Just returned to pub- 
lishing in 1916 as owner of the 
Lake County Register at Liberty- 
ville. 
He founded the Waukegan 


Daily News in 1921, purchased the 
Sun a second time in 1930 and 
merged the two papers. 


He established WKRS in 1948. 
From 1902 to 1906 Just was pres- 


ident of the village of Libertyville. 
He was also one of the founders of 
Illinois Markets, an 
organization 


of Illinois daily newspapers, 
and 


was 
president 
of the 
Keystone 


Printing Service, Inc., of Liberty- 
ville at the time of his death. 


He leaves his widow, Mary; a

Ticlelancls Vote Justifies No 'Give- 


Awav' of Public Lauds 


*' 


The states of California, Texas. Louisiana and Florida 


soon will gain legal title to any submerged lands lying off 
their coasts out to their so-called "historic" boundaries And 
that means they will acquire certain rights to any oil found 
in these offshore areas. 


Congress has approved the bill awarding title to the 


states, and President Eisenhower long ago said he would 
sign such legislation. 
• 
This is one of the most ticklish issues the lawmakers 


'have dealt with in a long time, and there is no assurance it 
•is now finally determined. The U. S. Supreme court is still 
'to be heard from. 
Three times the high court denied state ownership claims 


to the offshore lands. The last time, however, it did not flatly 
assert federal ownership but said simply that the federal gov- 
"eminent had "paramount rights" in these areas. And it in- 
dicated congress could alter this status by adopting legis- 
lation handing the lands to the state. 


The question now is whether the court will stand on this 


,attitude. or take a firmer position against state ownership 
'and in favor of federal. 
. 
The lawmakers have tried to anticipate this possibility 


by including a clause in the new law which assigns to the 
states the right to develop offshore resources (oil) even if 
their ownership of the submerged territory, is denied. 


In the event the law holds up in court- then California 


and Louisiana will own the lands out to their three-mile boun- 
daries, while Texas and Florida will have possession for lO'/j 
miles out to sea. The treaties under which these states came 
into the federal union set their ocean borders at this limit. 


It is important to understand that this law does not 


extend either state title or state development rights to any 
additional lands except the beds of inland waters like lakes 
and rivers, where it was felt the ownership issue also had be- 
come clouded.

Any assumption that the offshore oil bill is a precedent justi- 
fying new expansions of state authority runs directly athwart 
those general policies. And it seems wholly unwarranted, 
judging from the declared intentions of congress.

Arguing a. specific, limited case, claiming that treaties and 
other prior law clearly awarded the states title to the lands 
lout to their historic sea boundaries. They sought only veri- 
fication.

king of spades, and declarer imme- 
diately finessed the queen of hearts. 
West had anticipated this play as 
soon as he had seen dummy's 
trump holding, so he was able to 
play a low heart very casually. 


South should have cashed dum- 


my's remaining top spade before 
proceeding, to be in position for a 
spade ruff, but the apparent suc- 
cess of the trump finesse had giv- 
en declarer the impression that at 
least one overt rick could be ob- 
tained. H« therefore switched to 
clubs and was allowed to win the 
third trick with the queen of clubs. 


Declarer next led his remaining 


club, and West was allowed to win 
the trick with the ten. 


West naturally returned another 


low spade, forcing out the side en- 
try to th« threatening club suit. 
Now declarer decided to repeat his 
trump finessq, but West was able 
to win with the king of hearts and 
return his last trump. This elimi- 
nated dummy's ruffing power, ao 
that South had to lose a spade trick. 
Since South also lost a trump, two 
diamonds and a club, h« wan set 
one at an "unbeatable contract." 


South could have made th« con- 


tract by playing the hand properly. 
The fact remains, however, that 
thousands of declarers all over the 
country make mistakes every time 
they play bridge. It is the duty of 
a good defender to give an erring 
declarer enough rope to hang him- 
self.

NEW ORLEANS— The New South, which I have sung to you the 


last few days, is having a touch of the shooting insurrection, arson 
and dynamiting which set government at naught in Michigan, Ohio. 
Indiana and Pennsylvania in 1937. The Southern people have, if not 
a special genius, then certainly a knack for night-riding and burning, 
dormant since the days of the original Ku Klux Klan. Terrible condi- 
tions then called forth organized counter-terror. 
Prediction is out of 


mv nne- DUt * doubt that the South in its present 
genteel condition will produce any such force of gal- 
lant vigilantes. 
The cops, being uninstructed for 


this strange emergency, and the politicians, being 
caught without a "policy." conditions will get 
worse before they get better. 


There is civil war at -Elizabeth, La., population 


1,500, where a strike has been raging against some 
mills which make paper out of pine. The strike 
began last Sept. 13. About 500 workers quit at first 
but many of them, who are part-time farmers, 
soon went back. 
Since then there have been more 


than 65 dynamiting* of homes, taverns,, and automobiles. Ten days 
ago the sheriff threw up the sponge and warned all strangers to carry 
shotguns. On April 24, the news from Elizabeth was that in this area, 
"seething with hate and vengeance for nearly eight months." many 
acres of pasture had been strewn with a chemical fertilizer fatal to 
cattle. 
State police who had been keeping up an erratic system of 


road-blocks with absolutely blank results, said the poison first was 
found on a non-union man's pasture. Later, they said some union 
pasture was poisoned, too. 
. No plausible 
statement 
was 


made to excuse the gross incompe- 
tence of the state cops, big. meaty 
fellows with the affected slouch of 
all such corps. 
They have a re- 


fined talen for slewing through the 
streets of New Orleans, with their 
sirens going as they escort very 
important persons from luncheon 
to cocktails and then to the air- 
port. 
As of now, they and the 


sheriff's force can't make a single 
pinch in a rural region of small 
population under conditions which 
point unmistakably, to .the dyna- 
miters. 
The governor could de- 


clare martial law, but this newly 
industrial and newly rich territory 
of the southern tier has had little 
experience of unionism. So, like 
the victimized Northern centers, 
the South wants to learn the hard 
way.

Everyone 


has ideas but these seem to have 
favor in this part of town. You 
might print it in the People's col- 
umn and I am willing to have my 
name on it. 


"As a daily user of^the parking 


facilities of this city and one whose 
organization brings to the business 
section either for use or parking 
during retail store hours, nine cars 
and trucks, most of which are only 
used at meal times. I have found 
that the parking problem is serious 
but there are many solutions to 
easy access parking to the stores 
WITHOUT using H a y m a r k e t 
square. I have the following sug- 
gestions: 


Expand the river front parking 


area from Peoria avenue west to 
at least Monroe avenue. The firms 
that are now using his area do not 
have the need that they did a dec- 
ade ago, as this has been mainly 
coal storage and the diminishing 
use of this fuel is making their 
need for this area much less. The 
use of this river bank area tor 
parking would greatly enlarge the 
parking facilities and at the same 
time allow it to become beauti- 
fied. This should be for free park- 
ing. 


"Educate the all day users of 


the river front parking from Otta- 
wa to Peoria to park on the Peoria 
avenue bridge (which is not gen- 
erally used) then meter the three 
blocks of river front now in use 
at the rate of two hours for five 
cents in order to take care of the 
people visiting doctors, etc. At the 
same time request the owners of 
River street plants to secure off- 
street parking for the employes as 
the Public Service Co. has done on 
West First street. I do not believe 
that any one has the right to use 
the areas that are being paid for 
by all of us for all-day parking as 
it is gradually strangling the busi 
ness section. 


"Double deck the Ottawa to Ga- 


lena avenue parking space and 
meter it. 


"Enforce the time limit on park 


ing in Commercial alley now mo- 
nopolized by all day private em 
ploy* parking. 


"Prepare to double deck the new 


Second street parking area with 
footings before it is paved for 
single deck parking to help keep 
financial expense lower. 


"Narrow the curbs around the 


courthouse as this would add about 
one third to the number of cars 
that could be parked in that area. 


"It should be the policy of the 


city council, planning commission 
and park board to exhaust all pos- 
sible sources of parking before 
breaking ^into our park system as 
these parks become more valuable 
to us as Dixon grows. 


"Lastly—nature gave us legs and 


a little exercise would do most of 
us good. Let those living a reason- 
able distance from the business 
section walk as much AS possible 
to their place of employment. It 
will benefit the city's parking and 
the health of those walking. 


"I believe from observation over 


the past several years that any of 
these suggestions will add to the 
available parking and if all were 
followed 
our stores 
customers 


would find parking available dou 
bled."

A slow stream of letters reaches 


this column inquiring about harden- 
n| of the arteries. Although these 
blood vessels begin to become less 
soft and elastic almost'from birth 
onwards, true hardening of the ar- 
teries, or arteriosclerosis, as phy- 
sicians call it, is not usually much 
of a problem until the middle or 
ater years of life. 


What happens to the walls of 


the arteries is extremely compli- 
cated and even today everything 
that happens and why it occurs is 
not thoroughly understood. 
Some- 


times the walls of the arteries get 
a kind of fatty deposit in them, but 
generally true hardening refers to 
gradual deposits of calcium. 


These deposits do not develop 


n all the arteries at the same rate. 
Some arteries are less affected 
than others. Until a lot of calcium 
las been deposited, furthermore, 
the arteries remain fairly elastic, 
carrying enough blood so that ser- 
ious difficulties are unlikely. 


In some cases the calcium de- 


posits appear to be a result of 
iiigh blood pressure; in others high 
blood pressure may be caused by 
the arteriosclerosis. 
Because hard- 


ening of the arteries is a sign of 
increasing 'years, 
however, the 


wear and tear of life probably 
plays a part in the speed in which 
arteriosclerosis develops. 


Disturbances in the secretion of 


hormones from 'the internal glands, 
infections, overeating are also be- 
lieved by some to be responsible in 
certain cases.

The symptoms of arterioscle- 


rosis are 
principally 
associated 


with increase in the blood pres- 
sure and with disturbances of the 
circulation to those parts of. the 
body which arc directly involved. 


If the hardening of the arteries 


is worse around the heart, angina 
pectories may be the result. If it 
is in the brain, a strike of apo- 
plexy is. a possibility. 
When the 


arteries of the legs are seriously 
involved, cramp-like pains in the 
legs after walking a few blocks 
may be the first noticeable sign. 
TREATMENTS VARY 


There .is no single satisfactory 


treatment for hardening of the 
arteries. What should be done for 
this condition depends on which 
arteries are affected and how bad 
the condition is. Because of this, 
it is Impossible to outline a treat- 
ment which is suitable for all pa- 
tients with arteriosclerosis. 


The outlook for life and health 


is variable. 
If only those blood 


vessels which are located in com- 
paratively unimportant spots are 
affected, good health may continue 
for many years. 


Because more an more of us 


are living longer, arteriosclerosis 
is becoming a constantly" more 
serious problem. 
Research on it 


is going forward constantly and 
eventually some way to prevent 
or delay the progress of hardening 
of the arteries should be. developed.

be consistently pleasant but firm 
instead of being overindulgent at 
first

then overharsh with

For a child doesn't resent con- 


sistent discipline half as much as 
being allowed to get away with a 
lot for a while only to be later re- 
stricted suddenly and severely.

too. For the child whose daily dis- 
cipline is consistent is an easier 
child to live with than the one who 
tries to get by with as much as 
he can for the simple reason that 
there is always a chance that he 
can get by. 


MOTHER'S DISPOSITION 
IS BETTER 


Furthermore, it is easier for a 


mother to stay pleasant if she 
never lets her children get to the 
point where they don't pay any at- 
tention to her unless she screams 
at them. At that point they are 
only too likely to scream right 
back at her. 


In all our dealings with our chil- 


dren we have to consider not only 
what is best for them but also 
what is best for us as parents, too. 


A policy of consistent but firm 


discipline is best all the way 
around. Followed through the years 
it will result in a calmer mother, 
happier children, and a 
more 


peaceful household. It is much bet- 
ter than a policy of "do as you 
please" one minute and "stop that 
this instant" the next.

I rather 
regretted that their powdered wigs 
had been abandoned before my 
time at the palace. 


Instead, the footmen now appear 


in their uniform with their hair 
caked with flour. I often used to 
wonder how this was done without 
also sprinkling their uniforms. 


One pictures them putting their 


heads through a kind of stock 
which fits closely 
round 
their 


necks, while a comrade dabs them 
carefully with a powder puff. It 
must be a difficult operation, and 
messy to remove. 


We marched along the Grand 


hall and up the wide staircase, 
where we were met by General 
Sir Frederick Browning. 


He smiled at us pleasantly. "The 


Queen wants everyone to go in and 
sit down," he said. "There is to be 
no fuss. Everything is to be as 
simple as possible." 


Sir Frederick Browning showed 


us into the Gold and Silver Music 
room.

We all stood up again and 
watched them file to their seats in 
front of us, closely followed by 
Sister Rowe carrying the baby. It 
was so nice to hear, as she passed, 
that same comforting rustle from 
her apron. 


I was concerned when the Arch- 


bishop took the baby in the crook 
of his arm. It seemed a very un- 
safe place, as if the slightest move- 
ment would dislodge the baby. But 
throughout the ceremony, Prince 
Charles—as he became then—lay 
quiet as a mouse. 


Even when the Archbishop pour- 


ed three very ample shellsful of 
water over the baby's head the 
Prince did not murmur. 


Afterward there was a reception 


in one of the large drawing rooms 
next door. It was nice to see sev- 
eral of the old retainers, including 
the King's nannie, who had been 
specially invited.

The actual christening, which 


was most moving, had been a 
small, intimate affair. But there 
must have been two or three hun- 
dred people at the reception.

WASHINGTON tfi — A "Little 


Group of Anonymous Young Offi- 
cers" — organized by President 
Eisenhower when he was Army 
chief to peer into the long distance 
future of warefare — is sull operat- 
ing. 


Its membership is still anony- 


mous, although others have come 


to replace the original three. The 
future on which they focus is 
nearer. 
And they are now repre- 


sentatives of all services working 
for the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Their primary job now is to keep 


a few years ahead of the events 
with which the Joint Chiefs have 
to deal in their routine planning 
of strategy. 


In 1947 when Eisenhower an-

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nounced organization of the unit 
which now exists as the "Joint 
Advanced Study Committee" of 
the Joint Chiefs, he said he wanted 
them "to give me the wildest kind 
of guess as to just what warfare 
will look like say 23 years from 
now." 


The Joint Chiefs, with an eye on 


the world's growing aresenal of 
weird weapons, will settle now for 
a good guess on what war might 
be like say by i960. 


Those familiar with the seven- 


year history of the group say it 
made • remarkably accurate pre- 
dictions of the forthcoming trends 
in atomic weapons and energy 
development, 
including forecasts 


hinting at Russia's amazing prog- 
ress in the field. 


Forecast New Weapons 


There is a claim, perhaps going 


back to some of the original group, 
that it was the first "young colo- 
nels" who alerted the Joint Chiefs 
to the potentialities, and dangers, 
of 
military1 application 
of 
new 


atomic weapons. 


But, say some critics, the orig- 


inal group took too literally the 
mandate from Army Chief of Staff 
Eisenhower that they not associate 
with the regular Army command 
to avoid being influenced by cur- 
rent, day-to-day planning, and that 
they roam freely, to make the 
"wildest" kind of guesses. 


There never has been any formal 


"report" by the group. They turn 
in papers nnd hold oral discussions 
with the Joint Chiefs as develop- 
ments require. And the Pentagon 
still prefers to keep their identity 
a secret.

WASHINGTON (*—With, hope of- 


ficially abandoned for a balanced 
budget now, the government may 
borrow a well-known line from the 
Brooklyn Dodgers: Just wait 'til 
next year. 
. But simple arithmetic showed to- 
day that balancing spending with 
revenue may be painfully difficult 
even for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1954—14 months away. 


Red ink was the underscoring in 


a look at government finances re- 
leased Sunday by the staff of the 
senate-house committee on'internal 
revenue. 


For the current year,' ending 


June 30, the committee forecast a 
deficit of $7,300,000,000—almost iya 
billion more than former President 
Truman estimated in his budget 
last January. 


For the year starting July '1, the 


first full fiscal year of "th,e Eisen- 
hower administration, the commit- 
tee foresaw a deficit of almost six 
billion dollars. It assumed Eisen- 
hower would cut five billions from 
spending planned by Truman, for 
an^utlay of VS'/i billion. 


That still would keep the govern- 


ment deep in the red. A partial 
reason is that present tax laws are 
not bringing in as much revenue 
as was expected. 


Sen. Taft of Ohio, the Republican 


leader, was less optimistic than the 
committee staff. In a weekend in- 
terview, he predicted that "unless 
changes are made" in spending 
plans, the deficit in the coming 
fiscal year will be from 9 to 11 bil- 
lion dollars. Truman, recommend- 
ing more spending than the Eisen- 
hower administration now plans, 
had figured the deficit at $9,900,- 
000,000.

of the Joint Chiefs of Staff which 
he has held for the past four years. 
In fact he has told friends he al- 
ready has accepted a Job which 
\vi\l keep him busy for years to 
come. 
He's keeping secret what 


his new job will be. 


Recently he told a friend: "At 


first I thought I'd just retire to 
catch up on my fishing and hunt- 
ing—and take things easy. But I've 
noticed that my friends who tried 
that kind cf retirement didn't live 
too long. 


Bent That Way 


"I'll have a job that will keep 


me mentally active and still leave 
me some time for hunting and fish- 
ing. It will be best that way." 


But across this land there will 


be many veterans of World War 
II and other citizens who will re- 
gret to see Bradley step 
from 


active duty. 


It's not that these people think 


Bradley can do no wrong—but they 
have faith that evon in his mis- 
takes Bradley has an integrity and 
honesty which shows no compro- 
mise with honor. 


The "Bradley Cult" had its be- 


ginning 
in 
North 
Africa 
when 


Bradley was a major general with 
his first combat command. He had 
come to North Africa to act as 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's eyes 
and ears at the front—where the 
Allied armies weren't doing too 
well 
in a 
bogged-down winter 


campaign. 


Then A Shakciip 


Finally there was a shakeup in 


commands, and Bradley took over 
the American Second Corps. 
His 


handling of the corps in the final 
drive to conquer Tunisia became 
the talk of North Africa. 


With this achievement under his 


belt, it was a logical move for 
Eisenhower to put Bradley in com- 
mand of the corps which spear- 
headed the fighting in Sicily. Again 
Bradley distinguished himself. 


I suppose the late Ernie Pyle 


did more thnn anyone else in those 
days to bring Bradley's name to 
the public's attention. Ernie called 
him "The GI's General" and the 
tag stuck. 


Bradley's handling of troops in 


Sicily pleased Eisenhower so much

Chiefs of Staff. 


Stormy Career 


In this latter role, Bradley has 


gone through some stormy periods 
and come under fire for the poli- 
cies which he has supported. Per- 
haps the stormiest 
period 
was 


when he openly opposed the propo- 
sals by Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
ousted as Far Eastern commander 
by former President Truman, to 
extend' the Korean War to hit 
Chinese bases in Manchuria. 


In all this, Bradley has stead- 


fastly maintained that the duty of 
the military was not to make poli- 
cy—but to present the military 
facts of life so that civilian leaders 
could make the policy. 


He was pained by MacArthur's 


revolt against established policy. 
And likewise he has been deeply 
disturbed by Gen. James A. Van 
Fleet's active 
campaign for a 


change of policy in Korea. 
Brad- 


ley has made clear to friends his 
belief that such revolts are dam- 
aging to civilian control over the 
armed forces and to military dis- 
cipline. 


Soon Bradley will pass-on these 


problems to someone else and if 
his plans work out he will' find 
himself a place in the role of a 
civilian.

BAKKRSFIELD, Calif.-<.r>—Embattled ranchers open an intensive 


war this week againstuhe worst grasshopper invasion in the rich San 
Joaquin Valley in more than a decade. 


Untold millions of the crop-de- 


vouring insects infest a belt be- 
tween the Tcnacnapl .Mountains 
and the green crop line on a 50 
mile arc across the southern em 
of the valley. 
They have beer 


sighted less than a mile from th 
sweeping vineyards of the Big Di 
Giorgio Ranch, about 15 mile 
southeast of here. 


Agricultural experts report tha 


already 250 to 300 acres have been 
damaged by the hordes. 
Luckily 


cool weather has kept them fron 
moving. But with warmer temper 
atures in the offing, the legions 
must be wiped out quickly if grape 
cotton and other ciops are to be 
saved. 


A farmer committee has raised 


a $60.000 war chest. A shipment o 
10 tons of aldrin a 'hopper poison 
has been ordered from Denver 
Four oil companies which operatec 
wells in the valley have donatec 
25.000 gallons of diesel oil, to be 
mixed with the aldrin. 


Steve Straub. operator of a crop 


dusting firm, said the 'hoppers can 
strip a mile of vineyard in a day 
If you drive a car across infested 
pastureland, he said, they'll rise 
in clouds to swarm over the hood 
and windshield and clog the radi 
ator gull.

probably 1.000 to a square yard 
he estimated.
